Kingston is predicted to have 
a shortfall of more than 1,000 
primary school places within 
the next four years.

said, but schools have already 
been blighted with bulge 
classes and temporary class¬ 
room huts in playgrounds in 
the past five years. 

A mother whose daughter is 
due to start reception in 2015, 
but did not want to be named, 
said: “We’re lucky to live in 
an area where the schools are 
of a very high standard, but 
that does mean there is al¬ 
ready pressure on places. 

“This is an extra worry that 
parents can do without.” 

Earlier this year a free pri¬ 
mary school on the border of 
Merton and Kingston, to be 
run by Chapel Street charity, 
was approved by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education and hopes 
to start with 60 reception 
places creating 420 places 
within seven years. 

Last week, the Kingston 
Guardian revealed a planning 
brief for the former gas hold¬ 
er site in Seven Kings Way, 
Kingston, was being put to¬ 


gether for a two-form entry 
primary school - but this is in 
its very early stages. 

Coun Ryder-Mills said both 
of the new free primary 
school projects would create 
1,000 school places for bor¬ 
ough children - still leaving 
301 children without schools, 
according to the data. 

He added: “The more 
schemes you get on the 
ground, the less of the pot you 
end up with, because more 
money goes to authorities 
that are less far ahead with 
their planning and therefore 
in more dire straits.” 

Councillor David Sim- 
monds, chairman of the 
LGA’s children and young 
people board, said: “The pro¬ 
cess of opening up much- 
needed schools is being 
impaired by a one-size-fits-all 
approach and in some cases 
by the presumption in favour 
of free schools and 
academies.”

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Alert over damp scam 


Fraudsters posing as 
drainage experts from 
Dyno-Rod have been prey¬ 
ing on elderly residents in 
Kingston. 

Police are warning people 
to be on the lookout for 
three men claiming to be 
carrying out work at the 
back of residents’ 
properties. 

They then enter the prop¬ 
erty and distract the resi¬ 
dent while one squirts 
water on the walls. 

They then tell the occupi¬ 
er they have damp - and 
need to pay a deposit for a 
drying machine. 

Detective Sergeant Vicky 
Washington, from Kingston 
CID, said: “The victims, 
now believing they have 
damp, are conned into 


transferring money to a 
bogus Dyno-Rod account 
for a deposit they need to 
purchase a drying machine. 

“The amount can range 
anything between £1,000 
and £20,000. 

“A drying machine is then 
brought to the victim’s 
home. 

“They return on a weekly 
basis, telling the victim the 
walls are still not dry and 
continue to charge for fur¬ 
ther use of the drying ma¬ 
chine.” 

The three men are white 
males in their 30s, and are 
believed to be driving a sil¬ 
ver Mitsubishi Jeep.

Hospital care investigated 


An investigation is under 
way into another “never 
event” at Kingston Hospital. 

The latest case - a patient 
safety incident that should 
never happen if preventative 
measures are followed cor¬ 
rectly - happened on April 15 
this year. 

It involved staff failing to 
monitor or respond to a 
patient’s oxygen saturation - 
the measure of oxygen in the 
blood, which, if too low, can 
cause hypoxia and be fatal. 

The incident was included 


in a report to the Kingston 
clinical commissioning 
group (CCG) this week. 

It is not known who the 
patient was or whether they 
suffered injury. 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingston Hospital said an in¬ 
vestigation was under way. 

It is the fifth never event at 
Kingston Hospital since 2011. 

The previous four involved 
staff operating on the wrong 
body part, wrongly-inserting 
a feeding tube and twice leav¬ 
ing objects inside patients.

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NHS helpline performing poorly 


Beleaguered NHS helpline 
provider Harmoni is still fail¬ 
ing to call hundreds of patients 
back in time - but bosses insist 
it is “on course” to meet im¬ 
provement targets by the end 
of September. 

A report heard at a Kingston 
clinical commissioning group 
(CCG) meeting last week re¬ 
vealed the 111 urgent care hot¬ 
line operator was still falling 
“well below” its 90 per cent 10- 
minute callback target, al¬ 
though the number of calls 
answered within 60 seconds 
had increased.

But Grahame Snelling, chair¬ 
man of public health scrutiny 
body Health watch Kingston, 
said he was still concerned by 
Harmoni’s performance. 

He said: “It’s obviously not as 
good as it should be. 

“I think the targets are rea¬ 
sonable. I had occasion to use it 
once myself and thought it 
worked very well, but clearly 
that isn’t everybody’s experi¬ 
ence. We’ll be talking to 
Healthwatch members as to 


whether their experience is 
improving or not. I hope there 
will be a turn around.” 

The company was due to be 
issued with an improvement 
notice by the South West Lon¬ 
don Commissioning Support 
Unit on August 16, although 
that has not yet been con¬ 
firmed. 

Things got worse for Har¬ 
moni after a patient experience 
survey also ranked its 
Kingston GP out-of-hours ser¬ 
vice in the lowest 20 per cent in 
the country. 

Dr Naz Jivani, chairman of 


Kingston’s CCG, which pays 
for the out-of-hours service, 
said: “Although the number of 
callbacks has stabilised, it is 
still short of its 90 per cent tar¬ 
get. Harmoni already has an 
improvement plan for that tar¬ 
get, and a deadline for im¬ 
provement has been set for the 
end of September.” 

Harmoni’s regional director 
Dave Tee said: “Harmoni is 
working very closely with our 
commissioners to regularly re¬ 
view performance and we feel 
we are on course to produce 
the levels of improvement 


required to ensure all aspects 
of our service are at the high 
standard to which we aspire. 

“Performance in many as¬ 
pects of the service is robust 
and we are satisfied we have 
staffing levels which will en¬ 
able us to achieve our targets. 

“However, maintaining ap¬ 
propriate staffing levels is an 
ongoing challenge for all NHS 
111 and out-of-hours providers 
and we have strategies in 
place, which we have shared 
with our commissioners, to en¬ 
sure extra staff are brought in 
as and when necessary.”

‘Fatberg’ legacy is one of noxious misery 


The Kingston “fatberg”, made up 
of balls of fat and clumps of 
wetwipes, is still causing misery 
in the town centre. 

London Road has been partially 
blocked for repair work for four 
weeks after investigators from 
Thames Water found a 
15-tonne fat blockage - big 
enough fill an entire double deck¬ 
er bus - in a sewage pipe 
underground. 

But the water company is still 


unable to say when the work will 
be finished, despite the debris 
being pumped out last month. 

A Thames Water spokesman 
said: “A significant portion of the 
sewer, which was laid by the Vic¬ 
torians, is broken. 

“The road over the sewer has 
been dug up and investigations 
are ongoing to establish how 
much of the old pipe needs 
replacing. 

“Until the extent of the 


damage is known, it is not possi¬ 
ble to say for sure when we will 
be off the road. 

“We are sorry for the inconve¬ 
nience this is causing.” 

Investigators were initially sent 
in after nearby residents 
complained of trouble flushing 
their toilets. 

At the time, investigators said 
they had not seen anything like it 
before but, if it had not been 
treated, the result could have 
been raw sewage spurting out of 
manholes. 

More than 68,000 people have 
viewed a video of the fatbusting 
exploits on YouTube and the firm 
that removed the “fatberg” has 
been contacted by journalists 
from France and Germany. 

Lynne Truss, a former Tiffin 
schoolgirl, asked in her Daily 
Telegraph column why no one 
had spotted it earlier. 

This week Private Eye referred 
to Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment Secretary Eric Pickles 
as the “fatberg”.

Council’s new website riddled with errors 


Kingston Council’s new website 
was “riddled with errors” days 
after its £275,000 relaunch. 

The new mobile-phone friendly 
site was criticised for having 
missing pages flashing up “Sorry 
but we can’t find the page you are 
looking for”, and problems with 
logging in. 

Kingston Society member 
Matthew Rees tweeted: “The new 
@RBKingston website is riddled 
with errors but I cannot report 
them as the contact us page is one 
of those that is broken.” 

David Cooper tweeted: “It really 
is crap. They haven’t managed to 
[do] a simple thing such as setting 
up redirects from old URLs to the 
new ones. Basic stuff.” 

But council leader Liz Green 
took to Twitter to help trou¬ 
bleshoot, tweeting: “Clearly need 
to look into this, but my old logon 
found my contact details & let me 
request a new food bin.” 

Conservative councillor Andrea 
Craig said it was an improvement 


but councillors should have been 
involved. 

She wrote: “There were spelling 
errors in it and there wasn’t a 
small focus group of residents to 
canvass their opinion/input be¬ 
fore implementation.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said the site was a success and 
more transactions online would 
save money. 


He said: “The council spent a 
great deal of time testing the site 
before it went live. 

“With several thousand pages of 
content there are bound to be a 
few things that need correcting.

‘Facial surgery 
saved my life’

When Ann O’Sullivan visited her GP a 
few months ago complaining of 
headaches, she thought it was a 
simple sinus problem. 

“I ignored it at first, but then I 
thought, ‘This is silly’,” she said. 

“But then the doctor said he was send¬ 
ing me for an x-ray.” 

The scan found a large malignant tu¬ 
mour that had grown behind the left 
side of Ann’s face. 

The cancer was operable, but came at 
a heavy personal price - Ann, a grand- 
mother-of-three, would have to lose an 
eye, half her jaw and several teeth for 
the growth to be removed. 

She would then have to undergo 
groundbreaking reconstructive 

surgery, involving doctors electronical¬ 
ly scanning the opposite side of her face 
to build a 3D profile that surgeons could 
replicate. 

“It was absolutely devastating, but I 
must admit I got really upset when they 
told me I was going to lose my eye,” said 
Ann, 69. 

“I couldn’t get my head around that, 
but my family kept me going -1 wasn’t 
allowed to get depressed.” 

Ann underwent the pioneering, 10- 
hour operation at the Maxillofacial Unit 
at St George’s Hospital in Tooting. 

Her jaw was reconstructed using a 
portion of leg bone, while several tissue 
grafts were taken to reconnect arteries 
and veins. 

Despite a complication that led to her 
being back in surgery again the follow¬ 
ing day, she is now recovering at her 
younger daughter Helen’s home in 
Moresby Avenue, Berrylands. 

And she thanked her family - daugh¬ 
ters Helen and Mandy, sons-in-law 
Matthew and Tony and grandchildren 
Freddy, 10, Millie, 14, and Alexander, 12, 
for helping her through. 

She also praised the team at St 
George’s. 

She said: “My family and friends have 
been amazing. 

“And the amount of love and care I’ve 
received from people that don’t even

know me has been incredible. 

“Out of the hundreds who treated me, 
I didn’t have one person who was nasty 
or horrible. 

“They couldn’t do enough for me. 

“That’s why I get cross when I hear 
people moaning about the NHS, be¬ 
cause my treatment was absolutely bril¬ 
liant. I have got nothing but praise for 
them.” 

Dr Kavin Andi, one of two surgeons 
involved in the operation, said: “It’s al¬ 
ways satisfying to see a procedure go 
well and return people to their home 
environment so they can get on with 
their lives. 

“The 3D imaging means I can look at 
the tumour from different angles and 
take the necessary measurements, in¬ 
cluding how and where bone is removed 
and re-sculpted. 

“I am particularly pleased because 
Ann was allowed to go home on the pre¬ 
agreed date, despite the extra 
operation.” 

Ann, from Clarence Lane in Roe- 
hampton, said: “The hospital offered 
me a false eye, but I don’t want that 
staring back at me every morning. I’m 
as fixed as I’m going to be and that’s 
good enough.” 

Grandson Freddie even asked if her 
eye would grow back. 

She said: “I told him no but that I 
could still keep an eye on him with the 
other one.” 
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Backing dancefloor 
destruction at Regal

A campaigner has claimed the 
former owner of Kingston’s listed 
Regal Cinema “did us a favour” 
by tearing up the building’s his¬ 
toric flooring. 

Richard Harrold, who 
runs the Facebook campaign 
Save the Regal, said Franco 
Lumba’s actions would make it 
easier to place under floor heat¬ 
ing beneath the cinema’s art deco 
auditorium. 

Mr Lumba was fined £45,000 
and ordered to pay £29,000 in 
costs in April, after pleading 
guilty to executing work or alter¬ 
ations to the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing between August and October 
2010. 

But Mr Harrold said the floor 
would have had to come out any¬ 
way, citing the Troxy theatre in 
London as an example of the 
restoration work needed. 

Mr Harrold, who lives in 
Leatherhead, said: “In terms of 
destroying the floor, he’s done us 
a favour and saved us a job. 

“The Troxy in Limehouse had 
to redo the floor so it was flat, and 
we’re going to need to do that as 
well. It could allow us to run un¬ 
derfloor heating or potentially 
ground-source heat pumps. 

“Actually, aside from minor 
damage to the outer proscenium 
[the frame around the stage], 
which is entirely non-structural, 



Franco Lumba has done us a 
favour and saved us a hell of a lot 
of cash.” 

Mr Harrold said the campaign 
seeks to restore the building, 
built in 1932 by Robert Cromie, to 
something more akin to its origi¬ 
nal use. 

He has called for a theatre, an 
alternative cinema, a concert 
hall, exhibition space and a con¬ 
ference centre, preserving the 
2,445-seat auditorium. 

Mr Harrold opposes the plans 
unveiled earlier this year by 


owner CNM Estates, which is 
proposing penthouse apartments 
with the possibility of a boutique 
cinema, restaurant and heritage 
centre. 

Mr Harrold said: “We feel the 
CNM proposal is insensitive, ill- 
considered and unjustifiable. 

“The cinema was built by 
Robert Cromie and there are not 
many Cromie cinemas left.” 

CNM Estates chairman Wahid 
Samady said: “I have met Mr Har¬ 
rold on several occasions and I 
know he is very passionate about 
the old cinema becoming a per¬ 
forming arts centre. 

“I have said to him if he and his 
partners could come up with a vi¬ 
able funding proposal then I 
would be happy to take a look 
at it. 

“I don’t want to exclude any 
ideas, and nothing would make 
me happier than a viable propos¬ 
al to produce arts in Kingston. 

“But we have received no such 
proposal, and given we have pro¬ 
vided sufficient time, I can only 
conclude there are none.” 

Save the Regal will hold its 
founding meeting in New Malden 
next week. 

The meeting will set out goals 
including fundraising and gain¬ 
ing charity status. 

It will be held at the Royal Oak 
pub in Coombe Road, New 
Malden, on Friday, September 13. 
People are asked to arrive at 
7.15pm for an 8pm start.

According to Wolinski, 
Wild Light marks something 
of a departure from the 
band’s previous releases. 

“We’ve always tried to 
never make the same album 
twice,” he says. “Those al¬ 
bums still exist for those 
people who prefer the old 65. 

“It’s [Wild Light] relative¬ 
ly stripped down for a 65 
album. It’s more fo¬ 
cused. We wanted to 


make it simpler without los¬ 
ing any of our urgency.” 

The need for change came 
about due to the group’s 
own satisfaction with their 
previous album, We Were 
Exploding Anyway. 

“The last proper record we 
did - that felt like the record 
we’d been trying to write for 
the first decade of being in a 
band,” says Wolinski. 

“But it also felt like an end 
point. It didn’t feel like we 
wanted to stop. We were 
looking for a new thing and 
it took us a while. 
a “We’ve only just got 

there but it bodes 
really well for 
the future.”

photographer who 

C trekked across Asia and 
Africa in the 1980s has 
put up an exhibition of his 
works from 30 years ago, 
writes Nazia Dewji. 

Thomas Jentsch walked vil¬ 
lages and fields off the beaten 
track with just a small back¬ 
pack of supplies including 
two battered Nikons and 64 
film rolls. 

But it was here that he 
would capture the curious na¬ 
ture of people towards West¬ 
erners, the poverty that lay 
within regions and the beauty 
and friendliness within other 
communities. 

Jentsch has now delved 
back in time to take audi¬ 
ences through his 18-month 
journey. 

He says: “For many years, 
while busy travelling and 
working elsewhere, these 
slide transparencies lay 
mothballed in boxes, almost 


forgotten until I rediscovered 
them one day, selected the 
best ones and had them 
scanned into digital format. 

“Now, almost 30 years later, 

I am very pleased that these 
portraits, landscapes and 
street scenes see the light of 
day once again, remembering 
and honouring the encoun¬ 
ters with wonderful people, 
some of whom have undoubt¬ 
edly passed on in the mean¬ 
time, yet who now offer 
reminiscence of a moment in 
history.” 

During his travels Jentsch 
worked for the United Na¬ 
tions and the European Union 
in aid across the different re¬ 
gions he visited. 

The German-born photogra¬ 
pher also packed in an adver¬ 
tising job in the United States 
in exchange for the eastern 
adventure. 

Having visited China years 
after his initial trip to the 


region, Jentsch says it 
has “changed beyond 
recognition”. 

He says: “Where once tradi¬ 
tional Chinese courtyard resi¬ 
dences stood and where many 
of the Chinese portraits were 
taken, faceless high rise 
urban blocks have 
now taken their 
space and have 
totally 
changed 
the fabric 
of tradi¬ 
tional 
commu¬ 
nity 
life.” 

He 

hopes the 
exhibition 
will remind 
people of a 
gone era 
captured. 

Nicky Newbury, visual 
arts co-ordinator at the 


Cornerhouse, says: “Thomas 
was living with some of 
these faces, he has known 
some of these people and 
you can tell that from these 
pictures.”

Counting the cost of 
party-loving animals 


Having loud neighbours could knock value off your home 


Up to 22 per cent could be 
wiped off the value of your 
home if you have party- 
loving neighbours, according 
to fresh research. 

A survey conducted by 
haart estate agents reveals 
that 54 per cent of house 
hunters are unwilling to live 
next door to a party house 
and 43 per cent would not put 
up with neighbours having 
loud sexual intercourse most 
nights - even if they were 
offered a significant discount 
on the purchase price to 
compensate. 

Other noise pollutants 
considered far less offensive 
to potential buyers include 
train lines (32 per cent) and 
motorway traffic (31 per 
cent). 

Only a third (32 per cent) of

homebuyers are put off by 
commuter train lines, and 
even constant animal noises 
are less of a nuisance, with 
just 33 per cent unwilling to 
put up with dogs barking or 
cockerels crowing. 

At the bottom of the list of 
nuisance noises are 
motorbikes or diesel van 
start-ups immediately out the 
front of the house every 
morning - with only 26 per 
cent saying they wouldn’t 
move in to this type of 
property. 

Women are more concerned 
by troublesome neighbours 
than men, with nearly two 
thirds (58 per cent) of female 
respondents opposed to living 


next to a party house 
(compared to 46 per cent of 
men). The older generation 
are also particularly 
apprehensive, with 74 per 
cent of those aged 65 and over 
unwilling to put up with 
party animals next door. 

Young adults aged 16-25 
proved to be the least 
cautious, with 17 per cent 
happy to live next door to 
neighbours with a steamy 
love life most nights with no 
compensation required 
whatsoever (compared to 0 
per cent of those 65 and over). 

Aside from those who 
would not move in to these 
properties for any amount of 
compensation whatsoever, 
the remaining would demand 
a substantial discount, with 
the highest reduction 


required to put up with 
neighbours having regular 
parties, where people would 
want an average of 22 per 
cent off the cost of the 
property. 

Paul Smith, CEO of haart 
estate agent, said: “It is 
usually quite simple to find 
out whether a property is 
affected by noise from nearby 
traffic, train lines or 
motorways, however, it’s not 
so easy to spot the livelier 
neighbours in just a handful 
of visits. 

“Homebuyers should make 
sure they check out a 
property at different times of 
day and week if possible and 
speak to the neighbours and 
get their view of the street 
and area before you decide to 
buy.”
